DEMAND A WAGE LIFT

They Are Forming a Union and They Intend to Try to 
Force Their Compeusation DUpꝰ and 
Their Hours “Down.”’ 


For many a year the public of St. Louls 
has made merry over the “ups and 
downs of the lites of the 400 elevator 
boye who handle the lifts in the high of- 
floe buildings, the big dry goods houses 
and the hotels. Before many days it may 
he the tugn of the elevator boys to laugh 
at the ups and downs of the men and 
women who will be laboriously climbing 
to upper stories while the elevators are 
standing still. 

The elevator boys are forming a union. 
There were 9 of them at a meeting at 
Walhalla Hall at which State Organizer 
Burke of the American Federation, of La- 
bor addressed the boys on the advantages 
of organization. 

There would have been the 160 necessary 
to obtaining a charter at the meeting called 
for Saturday night only for the fact that 
Mr. Burke got tied up with the janitors 
at.the state capital at Jefferson City, who 
are going into a union. He thought he 


had better see the organization through’ - 


before coming back to St. Louis. 

Two years ago Will Cogan, starter at 
the Chemical building, began the formation 
of an elevator boys’ union. He started in 
with the dry goods elevator boys, the boys 
in the smaller office buildings and the 
hotels. The members, it is said, found it 
difficult to pay the 50 cents a month as- 
sessment. The union failed before the of- 
fice building elevator boys had become in- 
terested in it. 

We are beginning right this time,“ said 
an elevator boy who attended the meeting. 
“All the boys in the big office butidings 
are interested. There will be more than 150 
needed to get a charter at the meeting to 
be held at Walhalla Hall Wednesday night, 
when organization is to be effected. Each 
members dues will be 50 cents a month. 
The charter, good for 60 days, costs $25. 
After that we pay $ a month to the fed- 


‘eration. 


“The Lincoln Trust building folks, learn- 
ing what we are doing, raised their eleva- 
tor boys Saturday. All the office buildings 
had been paying d a month to boys and 
$45 to starters for 10% hours’ work and 
work for nothing every fifth Sunday. The 
Lincoln Trust raised the boys to $42.50 and 
the starter to $47.50. The hardest pull will 
be for the dry goods houses. Some of them 
do not pay their boys more than $% or 886 
a week.

Mrs, Mary Lincoln Pursued 
Supposed Bigamist Through 


Five States. 


Lincoln of 3509 North Broadway hunted 
through a half dozen states to locate the 
man who she believed had married her 
while he had another wife living from 
whom he had not been legally separated. 

She discovered him in St. Louis and 
learned that he had deceived a third wom- 
an, who believed herself his lawful wife. 

Upon evidence which she secured, J. P. 
McKnight, allas Lincoln, was arrested in 
St. Louis July 28 last, and lodged in jail 
at the Four Courts. 

The case will be called in the Court of 
Criminal Correction Tuesday, and two of 
the three wives will be present to testify 
against him. The first died a year ago. 

To the Post-Dispatch Mrs. Alice Lincoln 
told for the first time the marital episodes 
of the man now in custody. 

Parents Opposed 
Second Marriage. 

J met him at Grand Tower, III., in 1897,” 
phe said. ‘“‘My parents, Mr. and Mrs. Al- 
len Brewster, opposed the match. I had 
previously been married to a young farmer, 
Fred Brown, and had one child, a crippled 
son. -

The cabled story expained that her at- 
tempt at suicide was due to jealousy and 
that, failing in her effort to kin herself, 
she secured an immediate divorce and fled 
aboard the royal yacht to Europe, for the 
purpose of becoming the bride of an Aus- 
trian count 

“That sounds Hke pure fiction to me. 
said the world-famous gambler, who is at 
the Southern Hotel. While it is not abso- 
lutely impossible for such an episode to 
occur, there are several good reasons why 
it is most extremely improbable.

Before deciding it, the legislators will do well to consider care- 
fully the Kind of legislation that is needed to insure the end 
in view. 

The St. Louls Manufacturers’ Association are now working 
for an effective factory inspection bill. They are anxious to 
obtain legislation that will bring about better conditions for 
the workers. Such a bill should provide for sanitary conditions 
in workshops and stores, for fire escapes, ventilation, etc., and 
should cover the problem of child labor, on humanitarian lines. 

But the manufacturers are opposed to a bill that draws any 
distinction between city and country, or is unfair in any par- 
ticular. The legislation on this subject should not discriminate, 
drawing strict lines in the large cities and permitting managers 
of faciories and shops in the country districts to do as they 
please. The bill should apply to the entire state, and cover every 
class of industry. } 

To be effective and satisfactory, the new law should cover 
the subject with thoroughness, displacing the conflicting laws 
now in force. There should be no further duplication of duties 
or doubling of fees. Make the law homogeneous and consistent. 
Let the work be done thoroughly and once for all.
